In the meantime, while I was not aware of 
the effort, I have been pleasantly surprised to learn U.S. Stamps and 
Postal History will be publishing for release in the spring the "Beecher 
Book". This book entitled U. S. Domestic Postal Rates, 1872-1993, is the 
work of Henry W. Beecher (deceased) and Anthony S. Wawrukiewicz (who 
finished up the project). During his life Beecher was the acknowledged 
authority on the rates and usages of United States Mails. If any of our

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SECTION I - GENERAL 

In an earlier issue I suggested it would be interesting if one of our members who 
belonged the APS Computer Users group would provide an article explaining the 
activities and benefits from being a part of the group. Sam Rock has been kind enough 
to provide such an article. Sam needs no introduction and | am sure you will find his 
comments interesting. 


"The original Committee was formed in 1983, as directed by then A. P. S. 
President William H. Bauer, to initiate a "coordinated effort to put the 
computer to work within our hobby of stamp collecting”. After a slow 
start, the group took off and thrived under the leadership of Marty 
Richardson. Ten issues of its publication, "The Compulatelist", were 
produced between 1986 and 1990, and membership grew to over 300. In 
1991 the A. P. S. Board of Directors asked that a new organization be 
formed, to become known as the Philatelic Computing Study Group, as a 
spin-off from the Committee. 


The Computers in Philately group is a full-fledged Committee of the A. P. 
S., concerned primarily with project-oriented research, initially in areas 
such as providing computer cataloging standards and databases of 
stamps of the world, developing standardized bibliographies of philatelic 
publications, and designing a system to place the already computerized 
American Philatelic Research Library on-line to permit remote access by 
A. P. S. members via computer/modem. 


The Philatelic Computing Study Group is an affiliate of the A. P. S., and 
is more concerned with disseminating information on the use of 
computer technology in stamp collecting activities, including reviews of 
available software and its application in areas such as collection 
inventory and want list databases, album page design, auction 
Management systems, and desktop publishing - along with evaluations of 
specialized hardware, bulletin board services, and any other technology 
which might be of interest to members of the Group. Time-saving tips 
and techniques are liberally shared, and a panel of experts is available to 
provide technical assistance. 


To quote from the Constitution & By-Laws, Purposes of the P. C. S.G. 
are: 


(1) To provide a resource for stamp collectors for information and 
support on matters relating to the use of computers in their 
hobby, and 


(2) To provide a forum for the interchange of information and 
technical expertise relating to philatelic computing among 
its members. 


The P. C. S. G. and its quarterly publication, The Compulatelist, would 
probably be of more direct interest to a majority of the members of the 
Elizabethan II Study Group. A copy of the cumulative index to the first 
ten issues of that publication should give a good overview of the variety 


of information which is shared. (See 2 page enclosed addendum) 
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The Compulatelist is now published regularly, on a quarterly basis, and 
averages 20 pages per issue. The annual dues/subscription fees (in $US) 
are $10 to US addresses, $12 to Canada, and $17 elsewhere. Membership 
information may be obtained from the President by sending a #10 SASE 
to Ron Walenciak, 736 Colonial Blvd,Washington Township, NJ 07675." 


Editor Notes: 

(1) A new book, "Computers & Collecting" is available from Jackson and 
Davis Books, Box 974, Tualatin, OR 97062 for SUS 12.95 + 3.00 
for shipping. The book received an excellent review by William F. 
Sharpe. 

(2 Philatelic Cyberspace was cleared in January and a stamp collecting 
bulletin board was set up. Access may be had through Internet, 
resulting in a global computer network. There is no charge for 
subscribing to the stamp collecting group, but there is a fee for 
subscribing to Internet. Hourly charges are around $8 with 
unlimited use about $18 a month. Lots of good things are forecast 
such as: better knowledge; more collectors, especially young people; 
a forum for promotion - journals, books, etc.; and, news features 
for editors.

(3) A final comment: Sam lists most of the reasons to use a computer 
in stamp collecting. These all add up to the computer is the way to 
go if it will be useful to you and you will have fun. It can also take 
so much of your time that you no longer have time for your 
stamp hobby. Be careful - look carefully before you jump. (These 
comments do not apply to Study Group Editors and Exhibitors)

These two misperforations are the result of small paper folds in the 
selvedge. (Editor) 
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SECTION II - QE II - KARSH, WILDING & CAMEO 


In connection with his study of the Elizabethan classical issues Joseph Monteiro has 
provided first, two revisions to his article on the Karsh issues reported on pages 41-45 
and, second, his initial working bibliography on the Wilding issue. 


Karsh Issues - (1) Perfins table on page 45 omits the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp. perfin (CBC C6 used on the 1¢ through 5¢). 


(2) Discussion of booklets on pages 41 and 42 is replaced. 

Booklet: The booklet stamps were issued in panes of three, four and six. 
Three booklets were produced the first with panes of 1 cent, 3 cents and 4 
cents; the second with a pane of 3 cents and the third with a pane of 6 
cents. The 1 cent was printed in panes of 3, the 3 cents were printed in 
panes of three and four and the 4 cents were printed in panes of three 
and six. The booklet stamps were printed with a perforation of 12 by 
Canadian Bank Note Co., Limited with a English or Bilingual message 
‘Avoid Loss' or 'Evitez Les Pertes'. 


SECOND QUEEN ELIZABETH II ISSUE (WILDING) - BIBLIOGRAPHY

Scott 593A - 10¢ red Queen Elizabeth II - High Fluorescence or Hibrite? 





Pictured is a pair of 593A - unfortunately in black & white which does 
not do justice. I understand the piece was found in a mixture in 
Winnipeg. Rick Penko was instrumental in making the piece available 
for my inspection. It is a BABNC printing perforated 13 X 13 and it is 
high fluorescent. From my perspective it was pretty simple until I started 
checking other references. Then the fun began. A review of the reported 
studies and catalog sources revealed a varied number of opinions on both 
perforations and fluorescence level.

The Unitrade and Darnell catalog listings are not conclusive as both 
catalogs limit their fluorescent listings for the Caricature issues to 
Hibrite only. It would appear both catalogs also convert the 13.3 X 
13.2C perforation variety issued in 1976 to 13 X 13.5. 


Inasmuch as none of the studies claimed both a High Fluorescence and a 
Hibrite it would seem we have the same stamp but classified in the eye of 
the beholder as in none of the studies, as far as I have been able to 
learn, was the fluorescence level determined using scientific equipment. 


Given the spread in classifications and the range of perforation 
possibilities I would very much like to hear from our members as to their 
analysis and/or their holdings. Perhaps we will be able to settle on a 
single conclusion. (Editor)

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SECTION VIII - ALL OTHER - A POSSIBLE FIRST DAY COVER PROJECT* 
The following from the Canada Post Employees Philatelic Society - Bulletin

Replacement and Presentation First Day Covers of the Canada Post Office 
by: Andrew Chung 


"Since the issue of the "revised" George VI definitives in 1949, first day 
covers or envelopes forwarded to the Canada Post Office in Ottawa prior to 
the issue date of a commemorative, special or definitive issue and damaged 
or lost during processing were often replaced with a specially designed 
cacheted cover provided by the Philatelic Section. A brief note explaining 
the mishap would be enclosed in a replacement first day cover, often hand 
addressed in pencil and mailed to the customer. 


Years later, the covers were also presented to a select group of people - 
notably politicians, diplomats and philatelists. A printed letter signed by 
the Postmaster General highlighting the significance of the new issue 
would be enclosed in a presentation first day cover, always addressed by 
stencil and mailed. Presentation first day covers also exist unaddressed. 


Over a twenty-five year span, eight designs of replacement/ presentation 
first day covers were produced for the Canada Post Office. All the 
envelopes were white and measured approximately 165 mm x 92 mm. 


At one period, Rose Craft first day covers were substituted during 1963 to 
1965. l 


The eight photocopies, reproduced at 38% of actual size, appearing on 
pages 71 and 72 illustrate and describe the designs. 


Replacement and presentation first day covers were discontinued in the 
mid 1970's. Presently, the Philatelic Service in Ottawa (now the National 
Philatelic Centre in Antigonish) replaces damaged or lost first day covers 
or envelopes with a plain white envelope or an Official First Day Cover. 


The author acknowledges the contribution of Mr. Ralph D. Mitchener 
without whom this article would be incomplete."
